The dog 
died of the wound, and its owner had 
the slayer arrested and fined for cru- 
elty to animals. He appealed, and the 
High Court of Justiciary of Scotland 
has reversed the decision of the mag- 
istrate.

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THE CEREMONY OF SREAKING 
CROUND. 


An Eloquent and Interesting Speech 
From Gov. Woods 


Ground was broken on the line of 
the Nevada & Oregon Railroad this 
afternoon, with appropriate ceremo- 
nies. The point selected was in Ev- 
ans’ field, opposite Brookins’ house, 


gathered. At 2 o’elock.Gen. Hatch 
called the meeting to order and intro- 
duced Gov. Woods, who addressed the 
concourse on the nature and objects of 
the enterprise. The Rev. W. R. Jen- 
vey then briefly but eloquently iavok- 
ed the divine blessing on the work. 
Col. Moore, the contractor for the 
road, broke the ground, and threw the 
first shovelful of earth over-the crowd, 
by way of baptism. Three cheers 
were given and the people dispersed. 
The following is Gov. Woods’ speech, 
in full: g 

Fellow Citizens: — Whether there is 
a primordial law controlling commer- 
cial affairs, presiding as a Godess, over 
its destiny, and directing its move- 
ments it is not for me to say. I leave 
that for casuists and metaphysicians 
to determine. But this I do know, 
the laws of demand and supply are 
equal to each other. And, more, 
that the necessity for cheap and rapid 
transportation is always in proportion 
to the sum of commercial transactions. 
This is an age of marvelous activity 
among all nations. The human mind, 
everywhere is wrought up to its high- 
est tension. The pulsations of ener- 
gy encircle the globe; great events 
burst upon each other wlth bewilder- 
ing rapidity. It is now scarcely a 
half-century since the first railroad 
was constructed in America, and yet 
there are now 80,000 miles of 
operating railway in the United States 
alone, penetrating its every part, and 
bearing away its products to the busy 
marts of the world. Only sixteen 
years ago all that-vast empire stretch- 
ing from the Missouri river westward, 
to the Pacific,and from the British pos- 
sessions onfthe north, to Mexico, was 
traversed only by earavans, which, 
with slow and steady step, bore the 
burdens of a then large and rapidly 
increasing commerce. Now the Iron 
Horse, with resistless power, is rush- 
ing everywhere, through valley, and 
mountain, and plain as the crowned 
Evangel of Commerce, bearing upon 
its wings joy, and prosperity, and 
power, and whose magic wand but 
touches earth,and it answers back with 
its waving fields of golden grain, and 
with teeming populations, and mighty 
cities, and industries that beautify the 
world, and make glad the hearts of 
men. 

Nowhere have railroad men found a 
finer field for investment than upon 
the PacificS!ope. And such is the 
magnitude of the enterprises now in- 
agurated in our midst, and they fol- 
low each other in such rapid success- 
ion, that we can scarcely keep apace 
with their movemonts, or comprehend 
their vastness. And not the least of 
these is the Nevada & Oregon Rail- 
road, which we inaugurate to-day. 
It has, for a long time, been apparent 
to those who have given 5 subject 
any thought, that in order to complete 
the railroad system of the Pacific 
Slope, a lateral would, in the 
very nature of things, be required to 
meet the commercial wants of the 
vast and rapidly increasing population 
on the eastern shed of the Sierra and 
Cascade mountains - region of coun- 
try so great as to be an empire within 
itself, and one, too, which is now 
wholly untraversed for the purposes 
of trade, except by wagons. Several 
attempts have been made in the past 
to occupy this | and meet this 
want, but, for some reason, each and 
every effort has proven abortive. The 
people, always ready to foster any 
great and beneficial enterprise, have 
been lifted up im anxious expectation, 
but to fall again. Nö ‘thoughtful 
man has ever doubted that a road 
penetrating that region would pay, 
and pay very largely. The time b l 
not come, in the wise dispositions ot 
Providence, for its utilization. It re- 
mained for the projectors of the Ne- 
vada and Oregon Railroad to step in 
and reap the harvest. I am happy to 
say, and in saying so I am sure that 
J give utteraneé to the sentiments of 
the entire Board of Directors, that 
We are wholly satisfied with ‘the pros- 
pect before us. It is our opinion that 
no finer enterprise is or can be pre- 
sented on the Pacific Coast. It is 


lines, nor can it hive any; and it is 


and will continue to be the policy of 
the company to avoid all antagonisms 
as well with all other railroad corpor- | 
ations as with the people with whom 
they come in contact. For the infor- 
mation of those most interested, and 
the public at large, I will state that 
the construction of the road from 
Reno north to the Oregon line is un- 
der contract with Col. Thomas Moore, 
of Elizabeth, New Jersey, a 
man in whom the company 
have full and implicit confidence 
and whose skill, faithfulness, and un- 
tiring energy in the past, in the con- 
struction of some of the most import- 
ant railroads in the East are an earnest 
of what we shall realize here. All ar- 
rangements are now completed in a 
manner most satisfactory to the Com- 
pany, and we assurs you that the work 
will be pushed forward with all pos- 
sible dispatch, until the contract shall 
be completed. And then another con- 
tract will fullow, and another, until 
the Columbia river shall be reached, 
and thus connect with the great rail- 
way system of the Northwest Coast. 
Added to this, it is the purpose of the 
Company te construct a branch from 
some point beyond the north end of 
Goose Lake, not yet determined, 
through by, or in the vicinity of, Link- 
ville, to the great Rogue River valley, 
and another branch through to Eugene 
City, at the head of the Willamette 
valley, thus making their system com- 
plete. The region which will thus pay 
tribute to the road is a vast empire 
within itself. It is no disparagement 
to the intelligence of this people, to 
say that but little of its real worth is 
known to the other world. No finer, 
or more inviting country can be found 
onearth. Its isolation in consequence 
of the lack of easy, cheap, and rapid 
transportation, has kept it hidden 
from the world. But, now, by the 
talismanic touch of railroads, the cu”- 
tain will be pulled aside and its beat- 
ties and excellencies revealed. It r - 
quires no argument to show, Fellow 
Citizens, of Reno, that your town will 
be the centre of a great railroad sys- 
tem. Without disparaging auy other 
of the cities and towns of Nevada, we 
feel justified in saying that no place 
in the State has as bright a future as 
Reno; situated immediately on the 
great trans-continental highway, in 
close proximity to the mountains, 
nestling like a respiendant jewel on 
the banks of a majestic river, whose 
limpid waters give verdure and beauty 
to the plain, and make glad the hearts 
off men—it is the natural distzibuting 
point—the commercial centre—of the 
vast andj rapidly improving mining, 
grazing, and agricultural districts, 
which lay to the north and south. 

The Central Pacific railroad with 
its almost unparalleled trade, the Vir- 
ginia & Truckee railroad from the 
south, and the Nevada & Oregon rail- 
road on the north, with the pulsating 
energy of an active ‘commerce, pour- 
ing in their wealth, will make a proud

THE ROAD HOME. 


A Fine Grade to American Valley—The 
Town of Quincy and Surroundings. 


A very short visit to a strange 
country is much better than a long 
course of reading about it. It is im- 
possible to convey to another the 
things we see in traveling. One of 
the most picturesque rides in the 
mountains is from Greenyille to Quin- 
cy, and yet it is extremely difficult to 

describe. There is nothing extraor- 

dinary about it except that the road is 
22 miles long and the two places only 

18 miles apart, but the country trav- 
ersed is peculiar. The mountains are 
not very high but they are often very 
steep, and the road winds in and vut 
of canyons and clings to the sides of 
the hills. There are deep canyons in 
sight all the time, with nothing to 
show where they come from or go to. 
Great ridges come up ins front, and it 
is a constant study to know where the 
road comes out or which side of the 
country ahead it will’ go through. 
The grade is a fine one in everything 
but width. It is very difficult in 
many places for even light buggies to 
pass. It runs from Greenville’ to 
Crescent Mill, where it leaves Indian 
valley, and from there to Quincy is in 
an almost unbroken forest, much of it 
containing excellent timber. It fol- 
lows Indian creek for some distance, 
often hanging far above its beautifu' 
blue waters and at other times run- 
ning clese beside its bed. It finally 
crosses and leaves the creek, which 
makes 

AN IMMENSE HORSE SHOE, 


and when it is again seen after being 
hidden for many miles behind a high 
mountain its waters are muddy and 
its bed slimy with tailings from the 
mines. It joins with Spanish creek, 
which waters American valley, and 
forms the east fork ‘of Feather river. 
The route shows one of the wierdest 
scenes imaginable. For mile after 
mile there is not a house to be seen, 
and untilalmost in sight of Quincy 
there is nothing but a vast wilderness. 
Quincy is the prettiest town in Cali- 
fornia, It is pleasantly located on a 
flat, and is laid out to the best possi- 
ble advantage. The court house and 
jail occupy the center of a large green 
square, surrounded by a wide street, 
and the town is built around the 
street. The first sensation of the 
tired traveller is: How delightful it 
would be to stay here a month.” One 
could forget the worry and work of 
running the big world in such a 
charming, sleepy hollow, and in the 
pure mountain air and the perfume 
from the balsam and the pine find 
youth and health returning. The 
population of Quincy is 400. It has 
a nice hotel, kept by Mr. Edwards, a 
brewery, another hotel, barber shops, 
livery stables, stores, etc. The Ma- 
sons, Odd Fellows, Good Templars 
and A. O. U. W. have lodges. The 
Piumas National is an enterprising 
and well established weekly owned by 
Mr. Ward. The water works havea 
fall of 125 feet in halfa mile. They 
come from 


Mr. CLERMONT, 


which rises to a distance of 3,600 feet 
right beside the town. Several of the 
citizens of Reno formerly lived in 
Quincy, among them John S. Gilson, 
who has many friends there. Mining 
is looking up in the vicinity of Quin- 
cy, and it is predicted that there will 
be a rush there in the spring. Both 
quartz and gravel mines are being 
opened. A Chicago company bad 60 
men at work last summer on Spanish 
Peak. New mines were being struck 
all the fall until winter came on and 
drove the prospectors out ef the moun- 
tains. American valley, is 6 miles 
long, on Spanish creek, and is rather 
an odd-looking valley. _The ranches 
are divided from each other by wood- 
ed ridges, whieh rather torm a succes- 
sion of valleys than parts of a con- 
tinuons one. The ranchers have nice 
houses and homes and seem well-to- 
do. They live like people did in the 
States before the days of railroads. 
Everybody has plenty, and while no 
one is very rich, there is no such 
thing as suffering, and very few 
tramps. The fruit crop is almost 
sure, and with mixed crops and a few 
cattle and hogs, their farms are almost 
self-supporting. Nearly all the 
ranchers have locations“ ef their 
own. Some bring in a little money 
and others absorb all that is put in 


them. There are a great many aras- 


tras run on little claims, and they 
often add considerably to the owner's 
income.

~ SMELTING WORKS. 


a Man Who Wants to See Them Ereét: 
ed in Rene—He Gives God Reasons 
tor the Faith That tsin Him.

Lovxrock, Nev., Dec. 18. 
Ed. Gazette:—I see in your weekly 
of Deo; 16 considerable talk of build- 
ing some furnaces for smelting of 
base ores carrying silver andi gold. 
Now, I think that the best and proper 
place would be Reno, For tke first 


of water power; you are close to the 
best of fuel, and you, haye,« large 
amount of that kind of ore in your 
own vicinity. Next there is a large 
amount of base ores along the C. F. R. 
R. in Humboldt Co., and by getting 
special rates so as to ship the ore in 
bulk, having the furnaces so sitwated 
that a car can run to the furnace, 
there is an immense quantity of good 
smelting ore that could be delivered 
very cheap at Reno. I could deliver 
on cars at Oreana one earloadꝭ per day, 
that would average 860 per ton silver, 
$10 in gold, 30 per cent. in lead, 15 
per cent. in antimony and ten per 
cent. iron. It is carbonate ore and 
smelts splendidly, and there is an un- 
limited amount of it on hand. The 
ore contains no arsenic or sulphur. The 
only drawback to the ore is the anti- 
mony, but the Salt Lake furnace men 
have a method of evaporating the an- 
timony out of the ore, and condensing 
it so that it is not a nuisance as it wes 
under the old way of smelting. There 
is another kind of base ore here which 
will average $100 to the ton, but does 
not carry so much lead; say about 10 
percent. Also considerable galena 
could be obtained that would go $150 
to the ton. ‘Also, if your furnace 
should want flux, they can find any 
amount half-way between Brown’s 
and Hot Springs station. It is tufa, 
and is the best of flux. The railroad 
cuts right through it, At Hot springs 
you can get the best of fire stone 
(sand stone). It isin layers of from 
6 to 18 inches im thickness. The fine- 
grained is the best to stand fire. It 
stands equal to the best fire brick. It 
is just a mile from the station and 
easily quarried, and.if a goed furnace 
could be pnt up on the Salt Lake 
plan at Reno it would accommodate a 
large circle of country.
